A survey of the crop conditions in 


western North Dakota made by The 
Tribune reveals that there is russ 
damage apparent west of the Mis- 
souri river and but little rust on 
this side of the river. 
Conditions 


generally are shown to be the best 
since 191E, with plenty of iioistuifr 


' in nearly all counties, to carry the 


wheat through to tne harvest. 


Tb_e rye harvest is in full blast. 


The wheat harvest will begin between 
July 28 and August 10, the reports 
show. In Logan county the harvest 
probably will begin about July 28, 
while in Starit the harvest will be 
later than usual and will begin about, 
August 7. 


Corn is late and was damaged 


somewhat by frost in some localities. 
Generally «it is reported above the 
average. 
The flax acreage shows a 


decrease in some counties and an

ize Germany,, Gerard goes a step 
farther and says, he is convinced the 
prophecy will come true. 


Just returned from another visit 


to Europe, Gerard declares neither 
the assassination of Bathenau nor 
the menace of monarchist plots will 
prevent the success of the task 
Rathcnau foresaw and was engaged 
In when murdered. 


"As I was leaving Berlin in Febru- 


ary, 1917," said Gerard, "Rathenau 
told me his country would be defeat- 
ed within two years and that it 
would take 60 years to liberalize Ger- 
many. 
He was right in both in- 


stances. 


"Propaganda favoring' the mon- 


archy is persis.tent through the news- 
papers backed by the old armament 
trust. • There is- even a reaction of 
royalist, revenge noticeable among 
schoolboys who did not suffer in the 
war' and who in their uniformed 
minds' see the plcturesqueness of the 
monarchy. 


"The government in its present 


representative f o r m — forced' out 
whenever the lower house wishes— 
will become, I think, an executive 
bureaucratic'government like that of 
the'United States. 


"The assassination of Rathenau 


and the discovery of the monurchiul 
murder bund has drawn the lino 
sharply in Germany, 
On one side 


are the junkers who favor the mon- 
archy and the rc-establishmcnt of 
compulsory military service, for re- 
venge and war—against the plain 
people, 


"On the other side arc the Social 


Democrats,- liberal thinkers. 
They 


will be jbincd by the middle classes, 
who for the first time under the 
republic have a chance to get on in 
the world. This side will prevail." 


Gerard says Crown Prince Rup- 


precht of Bavaria is a menacing 
monarchial factor. 


"He openly boasts he can cat back 


his kingdom any time he pleases;'' 
says th"e former ambassador. 
But 


Gerard scouts the possibility Q£ Rup- 
precht's succeeding arid proclaiming 
himself German emperor. 


"Germans in America can do a 


great deal toward liberalization of 
their fatherland," Gerard says, "by 
throwing their influence against mill- 
tarism, royalty ant? military service.
